evening of August, 26, the National 


Headquarters of the Woman’s Party at 
Washington, D. C., celebrated the double occasion 
of the issuance of the U..S. postage stamp of 
Susan B. Anthony by the Post Office Department 
and the sixteenth anniversary of the notification 
of the ratification of the Woman Suff rage Amend- 
ment by a pageant and dinner in the garden 


of Alva Belmont House. The New York Times 


of August 27 carried a very comprehensive ac- 
2 of the occasion, which is printed, in part, 
ow: 

“Washington, August 26.— Women from all 
over the country assembled here today to celebrate 
the issuance of a postage stamp honoring the 
memory of Susan B. Anthony, pioneer leader in 


the suffrage movement. 


This morning on the steps of the Post Office 
they — with the purple, white and gold ban- 
ners under which they fought for the Nineteenth 
Amendment, while other women bearing State 
flags passed in to buy first issues of the stamps, 
placed on sale this morning on the sixteenth an- 
niversary of the proclamation of equal suffrage 
in this coun 

Tonight, at eadquarters of the National Wom- 
an’s Party, they met to celebrate that victory and 


to rally their forces in support of the proposed 


equal rights amendment, achievement of which, 
they said, will finish the job“ undertaken eighty- 
eight years ago, when the first women’s rights 
convention in world history met in Seneca Falls, 


N. Y., at the call of Elizabeth Cady Stanton and 
Lueretia Mott. 


Miss Anthony's Courage Hailed 
“Of the equal rights movement then launched, 
it was ever the dauntless declaration of Miss 
Anthony that ‘failure is impossbile,’” Mrs. Flor- 
ence Bayard Hilles, chairman of the National 
Woman’s Party, said today. 
“Miss Anthony did not live to see women na- 


tionally enfranchised. She died in 1906, four- 
teen years before the proclamation of the Nine- 


— Amendment which gave the women the 
vo 

And today, thirty years after her death, suf- 
frage which was but one of the obj ectives of the 
women who met at Seneca Falls in 1848, is even 


now the only point in their program which has 
becn completely achieved.“ 
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The procession to the Post Office was led by 
Mrs. Hilles, who is a daughter of Thomas F. 
Bayard, former Secretary of State, with Mrs. 
Robert Adamson of New York, chairman of the 
Susan B. Anthony memorial committee. 


The entire group of more than fifty women 
assembled first in the office of Postmaster Vincent 
C. Burke, where they were welcomed by C. B. 
Eilenberger, Third Assistant Postmaster General, 
and other officials. 


The stamp, of regulation size and shape, is 
printed in purple and lettered in white. The 
central design is a portrait of Miss Anthony, 
looking to the left, from the marble bust by her 
sculptor friend Adelaide Johnson, which is in the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York. 


Envelopes stamped with the new issue and re- 
producing at the left a printed reduction of the 
Susan B. Anthony poster designed by Nina E. 
Allender were used as place cards at tonight’s 
celebration dinner meeting. 

The design shows Miss Anthony mounting the 
steps of the Capitol wrapped in her famous red 
shawl and wearing the bonnet and long, full skirts 
of the period when she was lobbying almost single- 
handed for the suffrage amendment. 

Mrs. Hilles presided at tonight’s celebration, 
which was attended by 150 men and women, in- 
cluding officials of the Post Office Department and 
others, members of the National Woman’s Party 
and representatives of other organizations aligned 
with them in support of the equal rights move- 
ment. | 

Among the honor guests and speakers at a 
dinner were Mrs. Robert Adamson” (Chairman of 
the Susan B. Anthony Memorial Committee of the 
Woman’s Party, to whose leadership and inde- 
fatigable work the issuance of the stamp is due 
in largest measure); “Mrs. Harvey Wiley, Mrs. 
Robert Baker, Miss Anita Pollitzer, and Dr. 
Luther Evans. The dinner was followed by a 
program of music and pageantry.” 

The following resolutions presented by Mrs. 
Hilles, were adopted with applause: 


‘Whereas today is the sixteenth anniversary of the 
proclamation of the Nineteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States; 


‘Whereas the suffrage amendment was but a part of 
the 282 adopted at the Seneca Falls convention 
in 1848; 


Therefore, be it resolved that we here rededicate our- 
selves on behalf of the prompt passage of the equal 
ights amendment, thereby giving to the women of

Allender throughout 
the years to the fem- 
inist cause is the spirit 
that has won the fron- 
tier in the struggle for 
complete equality. One 
of the first members 
of the Congressional 
Union for Woman Suffrage, the forerunner of 
the National Woman’s Party, Mrs. Allender made 
the priceless contribution of her original draw- 
ings and cartoons to the Suffrage Cause, and did 
much toward winning the measure of victory in 
1918. As one of the moulders of public opinion, 
she helped direct the attention of the voters, both 
men and women, in the States, to the inequalities 
of the existing situation. And the demand of the 
voters won suffrage for women.

The Post Office at Washington, D. C., informed 
the Woman’s Party National Headquarters that 
256,732 Susan B. Anthony memorial stamps were 
8 5 the main office on August 26, the first day 
of sale. 

178,500 first day covers were mailed at that 
office on that day. 

The first Susan B. Anthony stamps off the press 
were sold to the National Woman's Party. 

These facts concerning the number of stamps 
sold in one day at one office, and the number of 
envelopes with the memorial stamp mailed from 
that office on the first day of sale show the intense 
amount of interest felt by people in this particu- 
lar memorial stamp.

WOMAN’S PARTY CALLED HISTORY 
MAKER 


Speaking at the Susan B. Anthony stamp cele- 
bration dinner, August 26, 1936, Dr. Luther Evans, 
Supervisor of the Historical Records Survey of 
the W. P. A., said: 


“The archives of the National Woman's Party 
are of great historical importance since they con- 
tain material relating to the influe nces, policies 
and events which led to the ratification of the 
19th Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States, which was the great political event in the 
United States since the Civil War. 


“Your records when listed should be available 
to all students of Public Opinion since they fur- 
nish a method by which prejudice is broken down. 

“To a student of political science, these archives 
are particularly valuable since they reveal the 


methods used in breaking down prejudices, over- 


coming opposition and finally securing the addi- 
tion of the Woman Suffrage Amendment to the 
Constitution. 

“In the future ahyone wanting to change pub- 
lic opinion would do well to study your records.”

Mrs. Ella C. Werner, President of the Soropti- 
mists Clubs of the District of Columbia, called the 
attention of the assembled guests at the Susan B. 


Anthony memorial dinner at the Woman's Party | 


Headquarters at Washington, August 26, to the 
significance of the enthusiastic and seriously con- 
sidered endorsement of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment by the National and International Federa- 
tions of Soroptimists Clubs. 

Mrs. Werner read the Resolution of the Inter- 
national Soroptimists endorsing the Amendment 
and opposing all labor legislation applying to 
women and not to men and said that the Soropti- 
mist considered the proposed legislation very care- 
fully before taking a stand; that they had learned 
to be careful not to be deceived by sugar coated 
pills and had come to the definite conclusion that 
women needed this amendment. | 

Mrs. Werner brought out the fact that the name 
soroptimist came from the two Latin derivations, 
soror meaning sister and optimus meaning the 
best. She said that the Soroptimists never made 
any endorsement of any proposed legislation or 
step of any kind, without most careful considera- 
tion of what was really “best for women.” 


The July 15 issue of this paper carried an extra 
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sheet for the Treasurer’s report. The text of the 
Soroptimists Convention’s endorsement of the 
Amendment was printed on that extra sheet. It 
is reprinted here for the benefit of all who missed 
seeing it in that issue. 

Resolved 


That the Fourth Biennial Convention of the 
American Federation of Soroptimists Clubs en- 
dorse the Equal Rights Amendment and declare 
the unalterable opposition of this Federation to 
any minimum wage legislation in State, Federal 
or Canadian unless based on the industry and 
without discrimination on account of sex.

A MESSAGE TO THE WOMEN OF TODAY 
FROM SUSAN B. ANTHONY 


In the pageant, on the occasion of issuing the Susan B. 
Anthony stamp, on the 16th anni of the Proclama- 
tion of Suffrage for Women, Kate Tomlinson impersonated 
Miss Anthony, addressing the assemblage in these chal- 
lenging words, assembled by Abby Scott Baker—nearly all 
are from Miss Anthony’s speeches. ’ 


Women of today you must not rest content with 
the winning of suffrage for women, magnificent 
achievement though it is. I who was not per- 
mitted to cross the river into the promised land 
of political freedom, glimpsed it from the farther 
side. 

Women of today, you must go forward to com- 
plete equality of rights. The present and con- 
tinuing agitation arises from the demand of the 
soul of woman to possess herself. In the field of 


industry new barriers are erected about you. It 


is another form of slavery that remains to be 
disposed of. It is based on the delusion of the 
inferiority of woman and the superiority of man, 
which still persists. Wrongs, arrogances and 
antagonisms grow out of this false condition of 
the relations between men and women. 


I used to think that the greatest task was to 
change the minds of men, but I see the minds 
of women enslaved by the traditions of centuries 
are the more responsible for these new wrongs. 
But women enfranchised should scorn to be 


grouped with children under laws intended to 


protect the helpless little ones. 
~ Women you must demand equal recognition 


with men under the law, in positions of responsi- 


_ bility, of honor, and emolument. Women, you 


should have equal freedom of choice, equal pay © 


for equal work. You must insist that qualification, 
not sex, should govern appointments and salaries. 


An Amendment granting “equal rights through- 
out the United States and every place subject to 
its jurisdiction” is before the Congress of today. 
This new Amendment, written by -Alice Paul, 


named after my dear friend, Lucretia Mott, would 


compel the Courts to apply the principle of equal- 
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ity in all cases involving the fundamental rights 
of women. Is this too much to ask—no, no, a 
thousand times no! Having put your hand to 
‘the plow, look not back but go in triumph to 
the end. 

There were great women with whom I worked 
—there are great, true, and loyal women today. 
‘With such women consecrating their lives to the 
Equal Rights Amendment, Failure Is Impossible.
